Claims 1-5 and 7-11 are pending. 

Claims 1, 3-5 and 7-11 have been amended. 

Claim 6 has been canceled. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

With regard to Claim 1 amendments to the independent claim has been 
authorized in order to place the claim in condition for allowance.

1 . (Currently Amended) A method of generating C code on the basis of 
Unified Modeling Language (UML). specifications, the method comprising: 

producing a detailed implementation model in UML code (UML model); 
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exporting an Extensible Markup Language (XML) Metadata Interchange (XMI) 
file based on the detailed implementation model; 

dispatching the XMI file to a file generation engine tool, wherein the file 
generation tool is Model in Action; 

associating the file generation engine tool with a scripts parameterization 
application; and 

producing files in C language utilizing the file generation engine tool, wherein the 
files include C files, H files, a generation report file, configuration management batch 
files and compilation project files, wherein the generation report file Includes the files of 
generated C code, wherein the configuration management batch files are Clearcase 
batch files for Clearcase scenarios, and wherein the configuration management batch 
files automatically update the a Clearcase table according to information contained in 
the generation report file. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 and 7-1 1 are allowed. 

The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
All claims are directed to generating C code using Unified Modeling Language 
specification. The claims recite the limitation "wherein the configuration management 
batch file are Clearcase batch file for Clearcase scenario, and wherein the configuration 
management batch file automatically update a Clearcase table according to information 
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contained in the generation report. After extensive searches, the Examiner has been 
unable to find any prior art to cover the above limitations.
